James K. Walker. 29. of Cham- 
bersburg. Pa., was killed Sunday 
when his motorcycle collided with 
an automobile on Lancaster Pike 
in Haverford. 

Walker was on his way home 
after delivering an Army truck to 
a camp in Maryland. He was an 
employe of the Nu Car Carrier 
Company. Chambersburg. which 
has a contract for delivering Army 
trucks. 

Lower Merion police said ■ he 
apparently was riding too close 
behind the car ahead, which was 
driven by Gilbert D. Hunt, of the 
Whitehall Apartments. 410 Lan- 
caster Ave.. Haverford. 

As a result, he was unable to 
swing past when Hunt slowed 
down to make a left-hand turn 
into the Whitehall driveway just 
West of Station Road. 

Hunt, an Ardmore real estate 
dealer, called an ambulance which 
took Walker to Bryn lAawr Hos- 
pital. He died there at 6 A. M., 
two hours after the accident. 

The father of five small chil- 
dren, he had just been re-classi- 
fied 1-A in the draft. 

Hunt was arraigned before 
Justice of the Peace Franklin P. 
Kromer at the Lower Merion Po- 
lice Station. Ardmore. and held 
for a further hearing Tuesday, on 
a charge of involuntary man- 
slaughter. At the later hearing, 
he was released in his own recog- 
nizance to await action by a cor- 
oner's jury.

New Price Ruling 

Schedule Meeting for 
Retailers At Bryn 
Mawr On Tuesday 

A meeting to explain a new price 
regulation to retailers will be held 
next Tuesday at the Bryn Mawr 
School. Bryn Mawr Ave., Bryn 
Mawr. 

Retailers selling any of these 
lines must file "pricing chart" date 
with the OPA by April 20. 

All retail merchants of Ardmore. 
Narberth. Bala-Cynwyd and other 
communities covered by the War 
Price Ration Boards of Ardmore. 
Berwyn, Bryn Mawr and Wayne 
have been invited to attend. 

The meeting is sponsored by the 
OPA to show the retailer how to 
prepare his pricing chart and de- 
termine his ceiling prices. 

The new regulation, No. 580, 
fixes ceiling prices on the retail 
sale of nearly all apparel, house- 
hold furniture, bedding, floor cov- 
erings and lamps. 



Sales of the Autocar Company 
for the year 1944 were $59,852,068, 
compared with $85,801,039 in 1943. 
The 1944 profit was $1,465,995 
after provision of $3,874,000 for 
Federal and State income and ex- 
cess profits taxes. This profit was 
equivalent to $2.98 per share of the 
common stock after meeting all re- 
quirements of the preferred stock. 
In 1943. the corresponding profit 
was equivalent to $4.20 per share 
of the common stock, as reported 
a year ago. but later amended - 
when the' renegotiation of thel?43 
war orders compelled a reduction 
of $179,798 in consolidated income 
for the year 1943. 

These figures were disclosed in 
the annual report. of the corpora- 
tion, which was mailed to the 
stockholders yesterday. The report 
points out that the contraction in 
sales volume last year, as compar- 
ed with 1943, should be viewed in 
the light of the cancellations of 
Government contracts for the 
manufacture of half-tracks. Those 
cancellations amounted to about 
$55,000,000, whereby it can be seen 
that, actuallv. there was an expan- 
sion of other orders, both military 
and commercial, and in the sales 
of parts and of maintenance ser- 
vice by the Autocar Branches. 

The Autocar also discloses that 
Government contracts, cheduled 
lor delivery in 1945, exceed the 
total military deliveries of 1944, 
and that war production is now 
proceeding at the Autocar plant 
under greater pressure than ever 
before. It is further revealed that 
the War Production Board has 
authorized the Autocar Company 
to build 4,052 heavy-duty trucks, 
for civilian use, during 1945, an in- 
crease of 48 per cent over the 1944 
allotment. That fact is regarded by 
the Autocar management as "a 
gratifying and tangible recognition. 
ot ^Autocar's eminent), positiw-afi-*' 
principal national supplier of the 
most essential trucks of the larger 
capacities". 

Open New Campaign 
To Enlist Nurses 

4 triple-edged campaign to en- 
list Army nurses in the Eastern 
Pennsylvania area was launched 
in Philadelphia this week. 

The new program to alleviate 
the acute nursing situation in the 
Army was announced at a special 
conference in the Custom House. 
The drive will be conducted by 
the American Red Cross in the 
cooperation with the Army Nurse 
Recruitment Office and the Phila- 
delphia. WAC Recruiting District. 

The WAC organization, now in 
the midst of a campaign to re- 
cruit medical technicians, has 
made its facilities available to the 
Red Cross for the purpose of en- 
listing more than 250 nurses a 
month in this area.

Team to a match. Yetter's chal- 
lenge was accepted on behalf of 
the Club's pistol group by Frank 
Flynn of Narberth. 

Following the exhibition, M. J. 
"Golden, Reading, supervisor of 
District "A" under the Pennsyl- 
vania Game Corrrmissioh. showed 
technicolor pictures which por- 
trayed the trapping activities of 
the Game Commission. Golden 
explained that wherever and 
whenever any of Pennsylvania's 
wild game, from the big black 
bear down to the little brown rab- 
bit, presents a problem or is not 
wanted in any area, the Game 
Commission has facilities for trap- 
ping and taking it. alive to some 
.other part of the State. 

■ During the past Winter, he said, 
sportsmen's organizations, includ- 
ing the Lower Merion Rod and 
Gun Club, had greatly aided the 
Pennsylvania Game Commission 
in tis extensive program of box 
trapping and rabbit drives 
throughout the State. He added 
that within the Philadelphia area 
alone, over a thousand rabbits had 
been trapped in slightly more than 
two nionths. He commended the 
juniors as well as the seniors of 
•the Lower Merion Rod and Gun 
Club f6V having made a contribu- 
tion to the program. Junior mem- 
bers of the Lower Merion Club 
had placed second among a num- 
ber of boys' groups engaged in 
box trapping in this part of the 
State.

Narberth's Golden Jubilee 

— A Test of Independence 

The editorial alarm in last week's Our Town will, it is hoped, re- 
sound through the Borough and stir local citizens into the action that 
will save them from the enemy which has challenged their existence 
as a free community. 

This reporter, however, agrees that this space should not be de- 
voted to partisan matters and he is committed to the proposition that 
any publicity which is needed for specific assaults on those regarded 
as intruders (or the rebuttals thereto) should be bought and paid for 
as advertising matter. That organized resistance, however, has not as 
yet taken form, and as it should be a spontaneous movement, begot of 
hot indignation, there must be a pause to see what kind of protection, 
if any, the people will adopt to safeguard the treasure they have and 
to give short-shrift to those who have the arrogance to try to take it 

from them. 

* • • 

It is not only Narberth thai has been visited by the political 
putsch, but pretty nearly every section of the. Township is faced 
by the same kind of contingency. In most places there are lively 
rebellions to thwart the offenders and Norristown is said to have 
misgivings that the outbreaks were ever started. 
The curious feature of the audacious effort is that it is the first 
time, in fifty years that the Borough has been called upon to defend 
its independence. Even more curious, however, is the fact that the 
plans to celebrate Narberth's golden jubilee as a self-governing entity 
have apparently been diverted; and when some explanation was 
sought as to why this should be so. the flip observation was that, there 
was no use of celebrating something which was about to receive its 
deatli sentence. 

Now, it happens that the man who was to formulate the anni- 
versary program is also the man who is in the forefront of the activ- 
ity to abridge our local freedom, and that sort, of contretemps can 
hardly be accepted as having occurred in the nature of reasonable 
things. Burt's new book on Philadelphia. "Holy Experiment," sets 
forth that you can give men everything, but what they do with it de- 
pends on themselves. The hour of Narberth's test has struck and we 
shall soon know what our people are going to do about it. 

* m * 

Another feature of the editorial under review is the call for 
a town meeting where all those who seek public office will speak 
their pieces and answer the fair questions which an interested 
citizenry will submit. 

Nothing could be more enlightening and more effective than that 
and it is hoped the Editor will continue to press the point that such 
an assembly shall be organized. We have lost our old-time stride in 
recent years and perhaps our indolence in the realm of Ideas is the 
chief reason why the politicians decided to move in on us. That gen- 
try is always alert for its best opportunity, but we can't say that they 
hemselves set the stage. No, the condition is of our own making, but 
it is not beyond saving, and so it may be just as well that the Bor- 
ough's half-century mark was not formally observed in January with 
the usual fan-fare. Far better to utilize the occasion to restore what 
we have lost and to make a memorable resolve that we shall never 
again risk the peril that now besets us.

America Can Stop 
War Says Educator 

Peace Enforcement 
Must Have Teeth In 
It, GOP Wome n Told 

"The future of the world depends 
on how America speaks for peace." 
Dr. .Ralph Cooper Hutchinson, 
president of Washington and Jef- 
ferson College and executive direc- 
tor of the State Civilian Defense 
Council of Pennsylvania told the 
Lower Merion-Narberth Council of 
Republican Women Tuesday at the 
Ashbridge House, Rosemont. 

"International peace can be 
maintained if America will sustain 
it as a great principle." said Dr. 
Hutchinson. "America can stop in- 
ternational warfare by taking the 
lead and saying that from here on 
out any warfare begun by any na- 
tion anywhere that crosses the 
border of another nation for the 
purpose of conquest will cause us 
to fight. 

Citing the Monroe Doctrine as 
one of the greatest examples of a 
principle, the speaker warned that 
"if the world is to be saved, some- 
thing akin to the Monroe Doctrine 
must appear." 

"Put some teeth into the en- 
forcement of peace" Dr. Hutchin- 
son urged' and advocated a 
"streamlined military force, tech- 
nically developed to the highest 
degree, ready for instant action 
and instant defense of America." 

"The cooperation of other na- 
tions will follow" Dr. Hutchinson 
cntinued, "for when nations find 
themselves working together for 
the same great cause they will 
form a confederation. The results 
of educational and spiritual work 
by which the world understands 
itself and becomes united, "will be 
the final step," he concluded.

To the Editor: 

We read with interest your editorial headed "June 
Primary May be a Test for Our Borough" in "Our 
Town" for March 29. To paraphrase Voltaire, we up- 
hold your right to say what you think about local politics 
even though we' disagree with many of your conclusion 
and inferences. 

Your first and chief assumption to the effect that 
a small group of politicians want to dominate the com- 
munity is unwarranted and incorrect. The chief concern 
of the Committee people and workers who held a meeting 
on March 22 was to see that the best interests of Nar- 
berth were served through the advancement of qualified 
candidates. The vote taken was an expression of prefer- 
ence for certain candidates for Council. It did not con- 
stitute an endorsement but was simply an indication of 
which candidates the Committee people and workers 
favored at that time. It was not the intention to shut the 
door on any candidates whose names were mentioned or 
voted upon. It is the belief of the members of the Nar- 
berth Republican Committee that all of the candidates 
for Council voted upon at that meeting are qualified, cap- 
able men who would serve the Borough with distinction 
as some of them have done in the past. Any of the can- 
didates then voted up»n are free to file petitions up to 
4 P. M. on Monday, April 9, and let the voters decide at 
the Primary in the democratic, American way who shall 
be nominated. 

It is a healthy thing for politics and local govern- 
ment to have contests for local offices at a Primary. 
Too often in Narberth in the past, it has been difficult 
to get qualified men to become candidates for local

It might be pointed out that the procedure followed 
by the Committee people and workers is a more truly 
democratic one than has been employed for the most 
part in the past. We submit that the Committee people, 
as elected representatives of their Party, and the workers, 
who help shoulder the burden, are just as capable of 
choosing candidates who are qualified and have the 'in- 
terests of the community at heart as are the members of 
the governing body itself. 

The Republican Committee members are chosen to 
serve all factions in the Party.

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Makinfr Our State Laws The 
Signing of a Bill 

This is the concluding article in 
a series of four written by S. Ed- 
ward Moore, parliamentarian of 
the House of Representatives, en- 
titled "Thp Biography of a Bill in 
Die General Assembly of Pennsyl- 
vania." 

When a bill has passed finally in 
both Houses, it is signed by the 
Speaker of the House and the 
President of the Senate in the 
presence of each House and it is 
then transmitted to the Governor 
for his consideration. If he ap- 
proves it. the bill becomes a law. 
If he vetoes it. it is returned to 
the House of origin, together with 
the Governor's reasons for the 
veto. The General Assembly lias 
the power to pass a bill over tin- 
Governor's veto by a constitutional 
vote of two-thirds of the members 
elected to each House, which is 
very seldom attempted. 

If the Governor does not act 
upon a bill within 10 days after it 
has been received by him while the 
General Assembly is in session, it 
automotically becomes a law. After 
final adjournment of the Legisla- 
ture, the Governor has thirty davs 
to act upon the bills passed by 
both Houses. 

The official copy of each bill ap- 
proved by the Governor is placed 
in the custody of the Secretary of 
the Commonwealth, in the State 
Department, where It then loses its 
identity as a bill and becomes an 
"Act of the General Assembly." 
The Secretary of the Common- 
wealth punctuates and annotates 
the acts for publication in the 
Phamplet Laws for distribution to 
the courts, attorneys and citizens 
of our state — this Is the law. 



Sport$ Scene

The existing difficulties between 
Glen-Nor and Darby high schools 
point out a weakness in the Sub- 
urban Conference and the defi- 
nite need for organized leagues in 
football. 

Glen-Nor has broken relations 
with Darby over a football inci- 
dent and won't play Darby In 
baseball as a member of the same 
league. A committee from the 
Suburban Conference is trying to 
get Glen-Nor to reconsider its de- 
cision in baseball, but has not yet 
reported any success. s 

Glen-Nor wants'to play baseball 
in the league, but wants to for- 
feit its two scheduled games with 
Darby rather than give the latter 
the satisfaction of opposiafe the 
Braves on the diamond. At a 
recent meeting of the conference 
it was tactfully suggested that 
perhaps Glen-Nor would prefer to 
compete in a different league, but 
the Braves said they didn't want 
to leave their natural rivals, just- 
merely didn't want to play Darby. 
If Glen-Nor doesn't change its 
mind before the league opens next 
week, the conference probably will 
suspend the school and it won't 
be able to play anyone in base- 
ball, or probably in any other 
sport for whatever period specified 
in its rules, which provide sus- 
pension for any school having a 
representative team that doesn't 
fulfill its league schedule. 

This would be contrary to the 
conference's sympathies which 
lie entirely with Glen-Nor, but 
would be consistent with con- 
ference action taken against 
Cheltenham High a couple 
years ago. • 

AN OLD STORY 
If there were separate leagues 
in football and the proper organ- 
ization in the sport, the difficul- 
ties between Glen-Nor and Darby 
probably would have been con- 
fined to that sport and Darby, 
rather than Glen-Nor, would have 
faced punishment. 

It is reported that Darby fans 
waylaid and beat up Glen-Nor 



players' following their football 
game last Pall. Inasmuch as 
Darby has been in trouble before 
in football, this would have called 
for league aqtion'if the sport were 
properly organized rather than 
for Glen-Nor to try to resolve the 
problem on its own. 

Surely the placing of Darby on 
the black list by all its football 
rivals in a league would have had 
more effect than one school 
breaking relations. 

Now, for the simple reason that 
there is no football organization, 
Glen-Nor stands to be punished 
in baseball for doing exactly what 
Haverford High did years ago and 
what most any other school would 
have done under the circum- 
stances. (After an almost identi- 
cal situation of last year. Haver- 
ford broke with Darby after its 
1928 football game and has never 
played Darby since.) 

How long are the schools and 
coaches going to put off the or- 
ganization of football leagues 
and the proper supervision of 
the biggest sport of 'em all? 
Surely they've got to admit 
something's wrong when it is 
possible for the victim of a 
happening in football to be 
punished in some other sport 
while the erring school in foot- 
ball goes scot free. 

WHAT'S THE ANSWER? 
Allie Cornog, coach of Haver- 
ford High's baseball champions, 
is just one of many anxious to 
know the PIAA's stand in refer- 
ence to undergraduate high school 
boys playing in circuits such as 
the Main Line League during the 
Summer months. 

"I'm all for it," says Allie, "be- 
cause it gives a boy a chance to 
improve, but last year I had to 
ask Ray Edelman not to play with 
Ardmore because Mr. Tyson of 
Upper Darby High called me up 
and said Ray might be ineligible 
this year under PIAA rules if he 
played." 

Since then an amendment to 
the PIAA by-laws which would 
permit a boy to play outside ball 
during the Summer was voted 
upon by the various districts. The

schools In lockl District One 
passed It, but the State-wide vote 
on the amendment was never re- 
vealed, at least not .to Cornog's 
knowledge. 

Objection to schoolboys play- 
ing in leagues such as the Main 
Line is that it has a semi-pro 
classification. Some of the play- 
ers, especially the pitchers and 
catchers, are paid a few dollars. 
Many get little more than carfare. 
Some clubs divvy up among the 
players whatever sum is cleared 
during the season. 

Technically speaking, a player 
who never accepted a cent prob- 
ably could be classed as a pro 
simply because he happened to 
Play with or against someone who 
received a few dollars for his ef- 
forts on the diamond. Frankly, 
we'ye never been able to follow 
this line of reasoning, but they 
tell us it's so. 

Fortunately, this narrow tech- 
nical viewpoint is not general. 
For years the colleges have per- 
mitted their players to partici- 
pate in the Main Line League and 
similar loops without declaring 
them ineligible on pro grounds. 
Only by participating in organ- 
ized baseball is a college player 
ruled ineligible. 

Which is the sensible approach, 
one which the PIAA should adopt, 
as it is almost impossible to find 
any independent baseball league 
of any class at all that doesn't 
provide at least expenses for a 
majority of its players. 

The only way for a schoolboy 
player with outstanding; ability 
to improve is to play as often 
as possible in the strongest 
competition he can find. "He 
should be given every opportun- 
ity to do so.
